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The  Latest  from  S.  H.  0.  U.  T. 


We’re  still  experimenting.  We’re  still  learning.  We’re  still  having 
problems.  But  that’s  what  makes  ’’working”  at  the  Community  and  Health  Centre 
worthwhile.  In  this  informally  structured  setting,  where  patients  often  don’t  know 
who  is  a  faculty  supervisor  and  who  is  a  student,  the  opportunities  for  personal 
and  educational  growth  are  numerous. 

While  the  main  experiment  is  with  the  multidisciplinary  health  team 
concept  (many  different  health  workers  combining  their  efforts  to  provide  compre¬ 
hensive  health  care),  smaller,  but  not  less  important,  experiments  are  being  done 
every  day  and  evening  on  an  individual  or  group  basis.  These  centre  around 
communications,  teaching  methods  and  practice  methods. 

The  fact  that  faculty  supervisors  are  present  to  confer  with  actually 
allows  for  more  freedom  than  expected.  The  tension  of  a  hospital  clinical 
setting  is  lacking  and  everyone  is  treated  more  as  an  eoual.  All  can  learn 
together,  the  faculty  as  much  as  the  students.  \  free  ri^e  and  t^ke  situation  is 
the  result. 


If  the  problems  were  not  present,  we  would  miss  out  on  the  opportunities 
for  challenge,  for  reaching  out,  for  failing  and  trying  again  and  for  satisfaction 
when  we  succeed.  At  present  we’re  still  working  on  expense  on  elans,  both  in 
facilities  and  in  service.  We  had  hoped  to  be  working  from  the  other  side  of  the 
duplex  on  Augusta  A ve«,  but  are  being  held  up  by  legal  and  structural  problems. 

Service  expansion,  on  the  other  hand,  is  going  ahhad  as  planned.  In 
addition  to  a  receptionist  and  community  health  nurse,  we’’re  hired  two  part-time 
physicians.  Our  patients  can  now  get  medical  care  during  day-time  and  evening 
hours.  The  Saturday  morning  health  teams  av>e  beginning  to  function  providing  care 
and  preventive  medicine. 


When  we  do  expand  into  the  other  house,  dentistry  will  begin  a  full  day¬ 
time  operation,  medical  and  nursing  services  can  expand  with  increased  treatment 
facilities  and  more  room  for  counselling  and  teaching.  Occupational  therapy  will 
probably  continue  in  the  patient’s  homes.  Meanwhile  the  Food  Sciences  students  are 
starting  an  obesity  clinic  (hopefully,  on  March  6th)  a nd  faculty  of  the  School  of 
Social  Work  are  interested  in  having  their  students  loin  the  organization  but  so 
far  no  students  have  made  an  effort  to  seek  us  out,  T,Te 1  r°  waiting. 


Besides  working  on  teams,  Cathy  Cunningham,  Sue  Tilley,  Louise  Allen, 
Arlene  Connell,  and  Mary  Williamson  are  writing  an  article  for  Nursing  Clinics  of 
Noi’th  America,  Watch  for  the  September  1971  issue.  Also  in  that  issue  will  be  an 
article  by  Bev  Mitbhell  concerning  educalional  opportunities  at  S.H.O.U.T.’s 
Comimnity  and  Health  Centre.

The  second  seminar  is  scheduled  for  February  15th  to  °6th  in  Northern 
Quebec.  Miss  Rosalia  Cunningham  is  planning  to  be  the  School's  represen¬ 
tative. 


The  third  and  last  seminar  will  take  place  in  Northern  Manitoba,  com- 
mencin0-  March  15th. 

Ne  hope  that  the  participation  of  the  facultv  of  the  School  in  t'^ese 
seminars  may  develop  an  onpoinp-  relationship  with  the  Health  Services  in 
Northern  Canada. 

Two  projects  have  recently  been  established  in  the  School  which  will 
explore  the  functions  of  nursina: 

1.  A  study  of  Doctor-Nurse  Shared  Car°  for  Chronically  Ill  Patients, 
based  in  the  Sunnybrook  Hospital  Department  of  Familv  »nd  Community  Medicine. 
The  purpose  of  this  project  is  to  investigate  a  method  of  or^ani  vs  nr  ser¬ 
vices  in  order  to  effectively  share  the  medical  and  nurs^nc  responsibilities 
of  providing  health  care  to  patients  with  chronic  illness. 

2.  A  demonstration  project  entitled  "A  Studv  of  the  Role  of  a  Nurse  in 
a  Family  Practice  Unit",  based  in  the  Familv  Practice  Unit,  Torento  rrestern 
Hospital.  This  demonstration  project  is  designed  to  determine  the  feasi¬ 
bility  of  using1  a  nurse  in  a  hospital-based  familv  practice  unit,  +0  provide 
more  intensive  patient  care  than  is  customary  ' n  private  medical  practice,  ' 
and  to  identify,  amona  patients  and  families  who  seek  medical  care  through 
such  a  family  practice  unit,  health  needs  which  can  be  met  bv  nurs*na  skills.

Future  projects  -  production  of  Sneezles  7T2  in  the  fall 
of  1971 1  by  any  member  of  the  School  of  Nursing  willing  to 
take  it  on. 

Sneezles  7T1  was  a  very  interesting  project  to  work  on 
for  those  students  who  became  involved.  It  could  be  considered 
a  success  for  those  who  participated  but  there  were  only  a  small 
number  of  the  school’s  students  who  actually  were  involved. 

There  were  few  problems  encountered  in  getting  students  to  be 
in  the  show  or  to  help  backs  tame.  However,  getting  students 
to  attend  the  two  performances  was  not  as  successful.  Very  few 
actually  attended,  the  majority  of  those  being  in  third  and 
fourth  years,  who  have  seen  the  show  before  or  who  h°ve  been 
in  it.  Future  plans  will  need  to  include  better  publicity 
within  the  school  itself  and  a  bigger  push  to  sell  tickets. 

This  committee  provides  an  outlet  for  talent  within  the 
school  and  as  such,  should  remain.  However,  if  lack  of  parti¬ 
cipation  continues  at  the  same  rate  as  in  the  past  two  years, 
the  possibility  or  discontinuing  the  show  for  a  year  or  two 
might  have  to  bo  considered.

This  is  the  first  of  two  articles  on  what  is  happening  in  education. 

One  of  the  areas  of  greatest  change  is  in  our  public  and  secondary  schools.  It’s 
going  to  be  a  whole  new  breed  2 

Jane  Juniour  Hi.ph  School  is  an  experimental  school  in  North  York 
attempting  to  put  new  thoughts  on  education  into  practice.  It  has  involved  a 
complete  reassessment  of  what  and  how  education  is  trying  to  achieve. 

The  strategy  is  chanpinp  from  one  of  teacher  planning  and  dominating  to 
one  of  student  centered  and  cooperatively  planned  programs.  Previously,  the 
emphasis  was  on  teaching  with  teachers  lecturing  for  a  period.  Now  the  emphasis  is 
on  learning  with  the  pupils  usin^  the  teachers  as  one  of  many  resources.  No 
longer  do  the  students  work  at  the  same  pace  within  the  same  curriculum.  The 
passive,  memorizing  pupil  is  not  considered  the  ideal  student.  Rather,  creativity, 
action  and  enquiry  are  encouraped.  Mistakes  are  not  considered  bad.  They  merely 
lead  to  positive  learning  and  with  no  moral  connotations.  There  are  no  formal 
examinations.  As  each  "investigati©*"  proceeds,  the  teacher  ^nd/or  puoil  evaluate 
the  results. 


In  the  next  PULSE  I  want  to  tell  you  about  the  tvpe  of  individual  which 
can  develop  from  this  type  of  educational  system.
